Flurry Caused in the Convention Saturday Night 
By a Telegram From Judge Parker, But 
all Ended Harmoniously. 



St. Louis, July 10 -At 1:20 this 
aorning, the balloting for a candi- 
date for Vice President was con- 
cluded in the Democratic Conven- 
tion and Ex-Senator Henry G. Da- 
vis, of West Virginia, was declared 
the nominee. There was only one 
ballot. Tbe final result of the bal- 
lot was, unofficially, Williams, 165; 
Turner, 100; Davis, 654; Harris, 
58 Iowa did not vote. 

The nomination of Davis was 
made unanimous, aDd the conven- 
tion thea adjourned. 

Parker Sends a Telegram. 
When tbe Democratic National 
Convention reassembled Saturday 
afternoon the startling announce- 
ment was whispered around in dif- 
ferent circles that a sensation was 
to be sprung upon the convention at 
the eleventh hour. 

It developed that Judge Parker 
had sent the following telegram: 
Declares Himself For Gold. 
"Hon. W. F. Shehan, Hotel Jef- 
ferson, St. Louis: I regard tbe gold 
standard as firmly and irrevocably 
established and shall act accord- 
ugly if the action of the convention 
of today shall be ratified by the 
people. As the platform is silent 
on tbe subject, my views should be 
made known to the convention and 
f it is proved to be unsatisfactory 
to the majority, I request you to de- 
cline the nomination for me at once, 
so that another maybe nominated 
before adjournment. 

"A. B. Parker." 
A hasty adjournment took place 
until after supper, when the con- 
vention met and sent a formal reply 
to Judge Parker, saying the money 
question was not to be an issue and 
his views on questions outside the 
platform were not inconsistent 
therewith. A discussion of tbe 



matter was engaged in, tbe leaders 
having evidently agreed in confer- 
ence. Mr. Bryan arose from a sick 
bed and alter proposing amend- 
ments to tbe answer to be sent, op- 
posed the reply upon the ground 
that it would be an indorsement of

Williams Proposes Reply. 
"Mr. Chairman, I think you will 
bear me out in what I say. This is 
the first time in the history of tbe 
United States that a man already 
nominated for the greatest office on 
the surface of this earth has been 
so supersensitive about a matter of 
personal rectitude and honor as to 
send a telegram to a friend asking 
bim to decline the nomination for 
him, if, as he seems to have been in- 
formed, there is something- in the 
platform which is not in accord 
with bis own opinion. 

"My friends, we purposely made 
this platform silent on the question 
of the money standard. 

We made it silent because we all 
agreed that it was not an issue in 
tbis convention (applause) and we 
ill agreed furthermore that nothing 
hould be placed in the piatforn 
which was not a campaign issui 
and the consequence was that it 
tbe Resolution-Committee motioni 
were made to table and those mo 
ns were carried every resolutioi 
both sides which stood to bring 
about as an issue in this campaign 
the question of the money standard. 
All Knew It Before. 
"Now, my friends, Judge Parker 
expresses his opinion for fear some- 
body might think you did not know 
it- There ia not in all this vast as- 
semblage one single, solitary man 
wbo did not already know that 
Judge Parker was a gold standard 



man. Ibavebeen one of the con- 
sistent, persistent and, perhaps, 
radical free silver men in the Unit- 
ed Slates, and I knew that he was 
a gold standard man. and he never 
made any attempt to conceal it from 
anybody. He had supported our 
candidates and bad said that, al- 
though he did not agree with us up- 
on this plank, he was still a Demo- 
crat. (Applause) 

"Now, my friends, we had also, 
as far aa the question of the mone- 
tary standard was concerned in a 
campaign which was so fraught 
against imperialism, against exec- 
utive usurpation, we purposely 
made a platform so tar as the mon- 
etary standard is concerned upon 
which Bryan could have stood or 
upon which Grover Cleveland could 
have stood, or anybody else who 
was with us in the pending live 
campaign issues could have stood. 
(Applause.") 

Mr. Williams then offered the fol- 
lowing answer to Mr. Parker's tel- 
egram: 

"The platform adopted by this- 
convention is silent on the question 
of monetary standard because it is 
not regarded by us as a possible is- 
sue in this campaign and only cam- 
paign issues were mentioned in the 
platform. Therefore there is noth- 
ing in the views expressed by you 
in the telegram just received which 
would preclude a man entertaining 
them from accepting a nomination 
on said platform." (Applause.) 
Reading the Message. 
Taking up the reply of the con- 
vention to Judge Parker's telegram, 
Mr. Williams read the first sen- 
tence. "The platform adopted by 
the convention is silent on the ques-

(A. roar ot ap 
plause followed this announcement.) 

After some debate a roll call was 
ordered on the question of the adop- 
tion of the Williams reply to Judge 
Parker's messages. 

As the roll-call proceeded it was 
evident that the motion to send the 
message to Judge Parker would be 
carried by. an overwhelming major- 
ity4 The result was announced to 
be 774 ayes; 191 noes, and the mes- 
V«age was ordered sent by the con- 
Mention. .

Hon, Henry Gassey Davis, the 
nominee for Vice-Pret,ident, was 
the oldest delegate attending the 
convecu jo. He la 81 years old, but 
is well-preserved and vigorous, and 
is immensely wealthy. 

Mr Davis has been known as a 
Democrat all bis life.' He is a 
cousin of Senator Gorman, of Mary 
land, and the father-in-law of 
Senator Steven B. Klkina, of West 
Virginia. He is heavily interested 
in Senator Elkins' coal and rail- 
road enterprises. 

It is generally understood among 
politicians that Mr. Dav.s' nomina- 
tion is a concession to tbe Gorman 
forces. 

Henry G Davis was born in 
Howard county, Md., Nov. 10, 182.?, 
receiving only a common school 
education. At an early age be was 
left fatherless an. I was forced to 
begin work for his own support, 
working on a farm until 1843. For 
four yeara after that he was in the 
employ of the Baltimore a Ohio 
Railroad, working bis way up from 
brakeman tO/Rtate agent at Pied 
moot, which is now is his home. 

In 1858 Mr. Davis, being in tbe 
busmen* ot banking and mining 
coal in aud aiuuud Piedmont, had 
bee. me one ol the most successful 
meu and capitalists in his home 
State. He projected and carried 
ou to success tne West Virginia, 
(Jeutral & Pittsburg Railroad, ol 
wjiu-h road he is now president. 
Vlr. Davis is the largest individual 
coal miner in West Virginia, and 
has a large investment in the bust 
ness of manulacturing lumber. Hi 
is also president of the Piedmont 
& Cumberland Railroad and of the 
Davis Natioual Bank ot his home 

The first political oUice ever held 
by Mr. Davis was that of membei 
ot the House of Delegates in 1865 
He was then nominated by the 
Democrats and elected State Sen- 
ator, serving from 1867 to 187<». He 
was elected by the Democrats to 
the United States Senate to succeed 
W. T. Wiley, a Republican, and 
took his seat March 4, 1871, serving 
until March 3. 1883, and declined 
a re-election by bis party. 

Mr. Davis has been a delegate to 
six national Democratic con 
tions, including the one in 
York in 1868, and in Baltimore in 
1872. 

When the delegates to tbe Pan- 
American Congress were selected, 
Mr. Davis was made one of them 
and he is a member of the intercon- 
tmental railway commission.

Basket ball as a recreatim 
game is unique in its oiigin for 
two reasons. Firstly, it is our one, 
positively sure, home American 
production; secondly, the name, 
date and place of its authorship 
are exactly known, says (ioldeu 
Days. Of no other game in all the 
category can this lie said; the 
birth of the bulk of them is buried 
in an obscurity which reaches be- 
yond the cuneiform covered, 
baked clay tablets of Babylon, and 
the hieroglyphics of the remotest 
Egyptian records. 

Basket ball, on the other hand, 
was born in the year 1901 at 
Springfield, Mass., and its author 
was James Nainsmith. 

In that town is a training school 
connected with the Young Men's 
Christian Association, and, of 
course, professors, among them a j 
professor of psychology, who is| 
paid to teach the young ideas how | 
to think, effectively. In one of his 
lertures he called attention to cer- 
tain conditions upon which the 
brain could with advantage be ex- 
ercised, and challenged bin class 
to supply the requirements to 
meet them. The conditions were 
the invention of a new game 
which could be played indoors, in 
a limited area, by a defined and 
nalterable number of contest- 
ants, and adaptable to both sexes. 

T'pon this hypothesis one of his 
pupils, James Nainsmith, the same 
night BVOlYed "basket ball." It 

is put into practice t he next day, 
experimentally, and found tomeet 
the conditions and limitations 
laid down by the professor admir- 
ably.

On 
one occasion I cut up a crocodile 
which 'contained no less than 4!) 
bangles of ivory and copper, show 
ing that he had swallowed one or 
more natives, so I always get the 
hoys to cut up any we shoot. They 
are loathsome reptiles, and I nev- 
er consider a shot at them wasted. 
Many a native, while drawing wa- 
ter after dark is caught by the 
arm and dragged into the river. A 
fine old hunting dog which 
had served me two years was 
caught by a crocodile right un 
der my nose one day in a small 
stream, where he had gone to 
drink after running down a 
wounded puku." 

This bnnter also writes: "Very 
good sport is had by fishing for 
crocodiles in the following way: 
A piece of wood, about two inches 
thick and 12 inches long, is sharp- 
ened at both ends and attached by 
the middle to a stout Hue. To the 
other end of the line is fixed a float. 
A liimii of meat is, or the entrails 
of a buck are, tied on the sharp- 
ened st i.k, and the whole thing 
thrown into the river and allowed 
to float down with the current. 
The crocodile swallows the bail 
and away goes the float along the 
surface. Then a rush out with a 
canoe and a pull on the line fixes 
the pointed piece of wood in his 
gullet. It is necessary to shoot or 
spear him as he struggles on the 
surface, as he is much too heavy 
and strong to land like a fish."

The wall* of the Japam 
houses are wooden frames covered 
with thin paper, which keeps out 
the wind but lets in the light, ami 
when one cuiupures these paper- 
lied "doll houses'' with the 
gloomy bamboo cabins of the in- 
ants of the island of Java or 
the small windowed lints of our 
forefathers, one realizes that, 
without glass and rn a rainy cli- 
mate, these fhgenious people haw? 
solved in a remarkable way th«» 
problem of lighting their dwell* 
ings and, at least in a measure, of 
Keeping out the cold. 

Their oil papers are astonish- 
ingly cheap and durable. As a cov- 
er for his load of tea when a rain- 
storm overtakes him, the Japan- 
ese farmer spreads over it a tough, 
pliable cover .aft oiled paper which, 
is nlmoBt as impervious as tarpau- 
lin and as light as a gossamer. He 
has doubtless carried this cover 
for years, nea% packed away 
somewhere about his cart. Th* 
"rickBhaw" coolies in the large 
cities wear rain mantles of this 
oiled paper, which cost less than 
1 8 cent s and last for a yet r or more 
witli constant use. 

An oiled tissue pai«-r which is as 
tniigh as w riling paper can be had 
at the stationers' for wrapping up 
delicate articles. 

Grain and meal sacks are al- 
most always made of bark paper 
in Japan, for it is not easily pen- 
etrated by weevils and other in- 
sects. 

But perhaps the most remark- 
able of all the papers which find a 
common use in the Japanese 
household are the leather paper* 
of whit h the tobacco pouches and 
pipe cases are made. They are al- 
most as tough as French kid. so 
translucent thnt one can nearly 
see through them, and as pliabl$ 
and soft as calfskin.
